Increases
Reported

SACRAMENTO — The 
state Department of Public 
Health has reported infec­ 
tious hepatitis is on the up­ 
swing throughout the state 
with more than 8,500 cases 
reported to date in 1968 as 
compared with 5,700 last 
year and less than 4,700 dur­ 
ing the game period of 1066.

Respiratory infection*, on 
the increase during 1067, 
have declined back to about 
the same number os in 1066. 
The 1968 total to date was 
26,540 as compared with 
31,720 In 1697 and 27.422 
in 1966.

Tuberculosis cases drop­ 
ped slightly from last year's 
figure with 3.630 reported so 
far in 1068 while 1967 cases 
numbered 3,722.
